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GENERAL INFORMATION 

CREDIT 

Credit may be earned toward the Bachelor of Science in Education, 
the Master of Education, (or the Master of Arts in Teaching)* Courses 
in the 300 and 400 series carry undergraduate and graduate credit; those 
in the 500 series marked by an asterisk (*), carry graduate credit only, 
and those who register for courses in the 500 series must possess a 
Bachelor's degree* 

ADMISSION 

The Division of Continuing Education has an open admission 
policy. Students may be admitted to classes for which they have the 
necessary background without formal application for admission to a 
degree program. Undergraduate students are not required to submit 
college board test scores nor transcripts in order to enroll in Continuing 
Education classes. The emphasis of the program is on providing adult 
students with the opportunity to succeed in one or two courses at a time, 
rather than a full schedule, as well as a chance to attend college while 
holding a job or having other responsibilities which make it difficult to 
attend during the day. However, the College reserves the right to deny 
any prospective students admission to a course for which the applicant 
dobs not have the necessary prerequisites. Prerequisites are listed in 
parentheses at the end of the course title.

CHANGE OF REGISTRATION STATUS 

1. A student may change from credit to audit status up to the begin¬ 
ning of the fourth meeting of a class. In such cases no refund will 
be made. After the beginning of the fourth meeting no such 
changes will be permitted. 

2 . A student may change from audit to credit status up to the begin¬ 
ning of the fourth meeting of a class. In such cases the student 
must pay full tuition. After the beginning of the fourth meeting, 
no such changes may be made. 

3. A student may change from graduate to undergraduate credit or 
from undergraduate to graduate credit up to the beginning of the 
fourth meeting, after which no such changes will be permitted. 

VETERANS 

World War II and Korean War 

Any resident of Massachusetts who has served in any branch of the 
armed services for at least 90 days, one of which must have been served 
between September 16,1940 and December 31,1946 or between June 25, 
1950 and January 31, 1955, and who has a discharge other than dis¬ 
honorable may enroll in any course here offered without tuition cost 
within established limitation of 120 semester hours. To establish eligi¬ 
bility', the veteran must present his discharge (or a pliotostatic copy 
thereof) and DD214 form, together with proof of legal residence in 
Massachusetts (from city or town clerk). 

Veteran registration without charge for tuition must be made at the 
time of registration, as no refunds on this basis will be made at a later 
date. All fees mentioned elsewhere are payable. 

Cold War and Vietnam 

All veterans discharged after January 31, 1955 with active service 
time of at least 180 days and whose services are credited to Massachu¬ 
setts are also entitled to tuition exemption when a Certificate of Exemp¬ 
tion of Tuition is presented provided they are ineligible to receive bene¬ 
fits under P.L. 351, Chapter 34. (G.I. Bill) 

In order to obtain this certificate, a veteran must: 

1. BE OFFICIALLY ADMITTED IN A DEGREE PROGRAM 
AT BRIDGEWATER STATE COLLEGE. 

2. Present a photostat of his discharge to the State Adjutant General, 
Room 1000, 300 Cambridge Street, Boston, Mass, to certify that his 
sendee is credited to Massachusetts. 

3. Apply for the tuition exemption certificate from the Veterans’ 
Officer, Mr. Edward Elias, Boyden Hall, Bridgewater State College 
(697-8321, Ext. 210). Veterans not possessing this exemption certi- 
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ficate at the time of registration must pay full tuition and fees. 

Tuition exemption is valid only for four academic years and must 

be renewed annually prior to the start of each academic year. 

Veterans who do not qualify for enrollment without tuition charge 
under the provisions listed above must make all provisions for reimburse' 
ment or subsistence directly with the Veterans Administration. Total 
payment for all tuition and fees must be made at time of registration. 

GRADING SYSTEM — TRANSCRIPTS 

Students enrolled in the Hyannis Summer Session will receive tran¬ 
scripts of course certificates at the close of the session. Each student 
is entitled to receive one transcript certificate per course without charge. 
Tliis copy will be mailed to institutions of higher education or to school 
committees provided a self-addressed, stamped envelope is made avail¬ 
able to the Director. 

Additional certificates may be ordered on forms provided by the 
Director and are issued at the rate of $1.00 each.

COURSE DESCRIPTIONS 
WORKSHOPS 

ED.330 Workshop in Reading in the Elementary Schools U/G 

3 Semester Hours 

(July 26 - August 5, 1976) 

This workshop is designed to strengthen the background of elemen¬ 
tary teachers in the field of reading. Review of current research, evalu¬ 
ation of reading guides and manuals, analysis of reading devices, and the 
use of meaningful reading activities in the classroom will be presented. 
Teaching techniques and procedures necessary in a developmental read¬ 
ing program will be explored and identified. 

Each member of the workshop will be given the opportunity to 
investigate in depth, an area of the reading program. Empnasis will be 
placed on the sharing of ideas and on developing specific materials 
through individual or group assignments. 

The conduct of the course will provide for lectures, group discus¬ 
sions, and work sessions.
